Worldwide Bus Regulation 
Reference Book 


The results of a major worldwide survey 
of bus regulation practices are used to 
argue for removal of quantity and price 
control, with a strengthening of quality 
regulation in a book by Dr. John Hibbs. 


The book ‘‘Regulation — A 200 page 
international study of bus and coach 
licensing” contains summaries of the 
regulatory systems of 150 countries and 
68 Australian, Canadian and USA states 
with detailed appendices describing the 
operation of regulation in 40 countries 
and includes deregulation experiences in 
Chile and Hong Kong and the contrasting

franchise and arbitrational systems 
identified in his analysis. 


John Hibbs argues that quantity control 
was often introduced where quality 
control alone would have been sufficient 
to achieve the desired objectives of safe 
and secure means of transport, and 
nowhere less so than in the United 
States, where most state licensing 
systems went very much further than the 
British in discrimination. He reveals that 
the pure franchise approach, in which a 
sole concession is given to an operator to 
serve a specific route or territory, is 
traditionally to be found in countries that 
have been influenced by Romano- 
Germanic law and posses in some form 
the Napoleonic Civil Code. Except for 
urban transport, franchise is rarely overt 
in regulations found in countries 
influenced by the English Common Law, 
where regulation is based on an assumed 
need to arbitrate between different firms 
that compete for the same traffic. 
Arbitration systems tend to be 
adversarial while franchises are 
inquisitorial. He claims that the extent to 
which the provision for contestable 
markets is resisted might be expected to 
relate to the strength of the franchise 
approach, either specific or implied.

South Yorkshire 
Road Transport 


The West Yorkshire town of Pontefract, 
well known for its race course, is also 
renowned for its Pontefract cakes. These 
are round liquorice sweets which have 
been produced in the town since the 17th 
century. Sadly the local fields of liquorice 
no longer exist and the raw materials to 
manufacture these delicacies now come 
from plantations in Turkey! The town, 
however, does not import its public 
transport as it has provided the home for 
what is now the Yorkshire area's largest 
independent stage carriage operator for 
the last 56 years. 


South Yorkshire Road Transport’s history 
began in 1925 when the original parent 
company, Badsworth Motors was formed 
by Mr. R. W. Winder, operating from a 
base in Thorpe Audlin. In 1926 the 
operating name was changed to the 
South Yorkshire Motor Company. On 
running into financial difficulties in 1929 
the company was taken over by E. P. 
Bullock, one of the best known names in 
the history of bus operation in South and 
West Yorkshire. The company name was 
changed to South Yorkshire Motors Ltd. 
and the operational base was moved to 
the Cornmarket, Pontefract. 


Prior to the take over Badsworth Motors 
had operated Reo, Chevrolet and 
Studebaker vehicles together with larger 
capacity Dennis coaches. Things 
changed once Mr. Bullock took the wheel 
as he was an Albion enthusiast and this 
mark became particularly associated 
with South Yorkshire Motors. Prior to the 
second world war Albion single deckers 
were the order of the day. The majority of 
these vehicles received Gardner engines

during the 1930s and a number of them 
were re-bodied, a practice not 
uncommon for this company. 


The first double deckers entered the fleet 
in 1944 in the guise of four Daimler CWA 
6s with Brush and Duple bodies. A 
number of Albion Valkyries with 
Pickering single deck bus bodywork and 
one Burlingham coach body joined the 
fleet in 1946 and 47. The year 1950 saw 
the end of the Albion era with the 
purchase of three Venturer double 
deckers. The following year South 
Yorkshire Motors transferred its 
affections to the Leyland stable when 
four Leyland bodied Titans were brought 
into service. Titans with numerous body 
types reigned throughout the fifties until 
1963 when the first rear engined double 
deckers, in the form of the new Leyland 
Atlantean, arrived at the firm’s garage. 
They had Lowbridge Weymann 
bodywork, and, as had become company 
practice over the years with all the firm’s 
double deckers, the fittings and 
furnishings were to a higher standard 
than the travelling public normally 
encountered. 


South Yorkshire Road Transport Ltd. was 
formed in 1973 when the operations of 
South Yorkshire Motors were sold to Mr. 
J. M. McCloy and Mr. D. P. McCloy, Mr. 
Bullock's nephews. The firm’s old 
Cornmarket garage was sold and there is 
now a large supermarket standing on the 
site. Operations were transferred to large 
premises in Northgate, very close to the 
town’s bus station. A number of garages 
holding Ford franchises were also sold off 
at this time. 


All the rear engined double deckers 
together with some PD2s and PD3s 
passed to the new company. However, 
the company’s purchasing policy 
changed with Leyland engined Daimler 
Fleetlines bodied by Weymann, Roe and 
Northern Counties arrived, painted in the 
firm’s new livery. Although the 
traditional colours of dark blue and light 
blue were used, where in the past cream 
had also been applied a bold white 
application now split the two blues, with 
the colours being applied in block form. 
The new S. Y. motif together with a 
modernised fleet name completed what 
was and still is a very eye catching livery. 


New Duple Dominant bodied Volvo and 
Leyland Leopard coaches were placed in 
service along with four second hand 
Marshall bodied AEC Reliances. The 
present coach fleet consists of a solitary 


Leyland Leopard with Plaxton Supreme 
Express bodywork, three Volvo B58s with 
Plaxton Supreme IV Express, Van Hool 
Aragon and Moseley Continental Alpha 
bodywork along with four Leyland Tigers 
with Plaxton Supreme V Express and 
Paramount 3200 Express bodywork. 


The double decker fleet comprises of two 
Leyland Atlanteans, three Daimler 
Fleetlines, six Leyland Fleetlines and four 
Leyland Olympians all with Northern 
Counties bodywork. A total of 23 vehicles 
are currently operated. The non PSV fleet 
includes an old Karrier recovery vehicle 
together with a 1957 Leyland Titan 
PD2/30 with Park Royal bodywork which 
has been recently refurbished and is kept 
for driver training duties; this can often 
be seen at local rallies. The company’s 
policy is to purchase new vehicles and 
normally two new double deckers are 
purchased every two years, with coaches 
being replaced as is deemed necessary. 


Maurice Draper, the company’s General 
Manager, told me that he decided to try 
the two Continental bodied vehicles 
because he felt that the Plaxton bodies 
available at the time looked rather dated. 
After his experience of the last Dominant 
bodies he was not interested in Duple’s 
range. When the Aragon and Alpha 
arrived they caused quite a stir in the 
locality being so different from the 
vehicles people normally saw in the local 
streets. He went on to say that the Volvos 
in the fleet, which have manual boxes, 
are not that good for stage carriage work 
although he considers them to a good 
private hire vehicle and ideal for 
motorway work. However, he feels that 
Volvos fitted with semi or fully automatic 
boxes could work well on stage services. 
On the other hand the Tigers are good all 
purpose vehicles which perform well on 
stage work. 


The reason South Yorkshire normally 
purchase Northern Counties bodywork 
for its double deckers is basically because 
of the service they get. Over the years 
both firms have built up extremely good 


relationships with each other and 
Maurice describes dealing with the 
bodybuilders as being like having contact 
with a small family firm. The quality of the 
finished product is always to a high 


standard and Maurice believes that 
South Yorkshire gets the same treatment 
with its small regular orders as a larger 
undertaking who purchase a greater 
number. 


South Yorkshire's main area of 
operations is stage carriage work which 
dates back to the formation of the original 
company. The basic stage network 
consists of five routes. Route 410, 
Doncaster to Leeds via Pontefract, covers 
a distance of 29 miles, has fifteen pick up 
points and is one of the longest routes In 
industrial Yorkshire. Three vehicles work 
on the run daily commencing from 
Pontefract bus station at 6.30 am bound 
for Leeds 7 am to Doncaster and 7.30 am 
again to Leeds Monday to Saturday. 
Sunday services start at 11.30 am from 
Leeds Central bus station. The last bus 
arrives in Pontefract at 22.54 each day. 


The second service No. 411 runs from 
Pontefract bus station to Doncaster, back 
to Pontefract, then on to Leeds returning 
again to Pontefract. Taking in 31 pick-up- 
points in West Yorkshire, North Yorkshire 
and South Yorkshire the duration of the 
whole run is 3 hours 55 minutes. As 
Maurice pointed out a driver on this route 
only does two runs during his duty time. 
Four vehicles are used with starting 
times of 5.30 am, 6.30 am, and 7.30 
heading for Doncaster anda 7 am run to 
Leeds. Two of the vehicles do short runs 
around Knottingley and Ferrybridge 
before commencing their main service. 
Sunday services start at 10.30 am and 
then every half hour until all the vehicles 
are working. 


Route 245, travelling from Pontefract to 
Barnsley, is a joint service operated with 
one of the local National Bus Company 
subsidiaries, Yorkshire Traction. It 
employs two vehicles daily starting from 
Pontefract at 7.10 am and 7.45 am. The

run has ten pick-up points including the 
village with the well known National 
Trust House, Nostell Priory, where one 
service finishes at 22.30. Sunday 
services commence at 11.10 am and 
11.45 am. Route 487 is a local service 
which runs from Pontefract bus station to 
Ferrybridge, back to Pontefract bus 
station then to Chequerfield returning to 
its point of departure. It employs one 
vehicle with the service commencing at 
6.45 am. The Sunday service works only 
from Pontefract to Chequerfield. 


On Saturdays, Sundays and Mondays 
service 486 works from Pontefract to 
Selby market place, however, from 
Tuesday to Friday it terminates at Whitley 
Bridge instead of running through Selby. 
This run employs one vehicle which 
commences operation at 8.15 am, 
terminating in Pontefract bus station at 
22.35. An hourly local service taking in 
Pontefract, Ferrybridge and Knottingley 
is operated on Saturdays. Three school 
services are also operated during term 
time, one in Pontefract, one in 
Knottingley and one to South Milford. 


Since partial deregulation in 1980, South 
Yorkshire have started running 
excursions to such delights as Blackpool, 
Scarborough, Newcastle, and Chester 
along with specials such as Christmas 
shopper trips and, of course everybody's 
favourite, Blackpool Illuminations. 
Maurice feels that the firm do reasonably 
well in this field mainly because they are 
able to keep their prices very competitive. 
All their trips start from Pontefract bus 
stations with this being the only pick-up- 
point, therefore, mileage to collect 
passengers and time is not wasted. The 
vehicle leaves the bus station heading 
straight for its destination loaded with 
happy revellers. The former South 
Yorkshire Motors had little interest in the 
developments of excursions and private 
hire work, although a number of coaches 
were owned and the interiors of most of 
the stage carriage vehicles reached the 
same standards as many coaches. 


A lot of private hire work is undertaken 
and the firm have a number of regular 
customers, including the local schools 
who tend to make use of the firm’s double 
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deckers. However, the miners’ strike of 
1984 affected South Yorkshire like many 
other operators based in mining 
communities and with the travelling 
public still recovering financially the 
effects are likely to be quite prolonged. 
One instance Maurice quoted was their 
schools work which now tends to be 
more local runs using double deckers 
instead of distance work utilizing the 
coaches. When on private hire work it is 
company policy that vehicles arrive a few 
minutes early and are clean both inside 
and out. Maurice treats every job 
individually and does not link work up. 
There is always a back-up vehicle parked 
in the yard in case of a breakdown. 


Continental work is only undertaken ona 
private hire basis; shuttle work has never 
really interested the firm and they don't 
operate tours. Although no express 
services are at present operated, it is a 
field that South Yorkshire have worked in 
over the years. As long ago as 1928 an 
unsuccessful application was made to 
operate a service from Leeds to Sheffield. 
However, in 1927 South Yorkshire 
Motors had applied to operate a daily 
service from Leeds to London via 
Doncaster. This was granted and was in 
operation by early 1928. The service was 
sold to the Yorkshire Pool operators in the 
early 1930s. More recently an express 
service from Pontefract to Manchester 
and Hull was operated but it has now 
been withdrawn. 


All South Yorkshire’s services are crew 
operated, which provides the most 
unusual sight of vehicles pulling out of 
numerous bus Stations in the area witha 
conductor standing by the driver. The 
firm try to maintain the old image of the 
company and believe that the travelling 
public appreciate the fact that when a 
South Yorkshire vehicles pulls into the 
bus station they can board immediately

instead of having to wait in the cold for 
the driver to check his money, have a 
break and then open the doors. Maurice 
commented that when the other 
operators in the area went over to one 
man operation South Yorkshire's 
loadings increased. 


In 1973 Ultimate ticket machines were 
introduced, replacing the old Bellgraphic 
machines previously used. A further 
change has now taken place with the 
introduction of the Almex fares collection 
system. The information this system 
provides is vitally important to the day to 
day running of the company, especially 
when it is considered that they are 
dealing with two Passenger Transport 
Authorities and a county council in 
whose areas the firm's vehicles work. It 
also gives management a better 
knowledge base of where services are 
working well or where things are falling 
down. South Yorkshire use all the 
different ticket systems employed by the 
different authorities including free travel 
for the elderly. This obviously entails the 
claiming back of monies and in this area 
the Almex system has proved invaluable. 


South Yorkshire participated in the local 
Castleford Map Study a couple of years 
ago which Maurice feels benefited both 
passengers and operators. Instead of 
working in direct competition all the local 
operators now work together. The firm 
enjoys good working relationships with 
the PTEs and the local National Bus 
Company subsidiaries. 


The garage, which was once a potato 
warehouse, was completely laid out to 
the firm’s own requirements when the 
premises were purchased in 1973. It 
comprises of a series of work areas 
partitioned off with interconnecting 
doors. Each area has drive-over pits with 
a sunken walk-way at the back. At one 
end of the building is a well equipped 
machine shop where a number of 
replacement parts regularly needed are 
manufactured. A certain amount of 


outside work for local factories is also 
undertaken. 


The firm’s mechanics undertake what 
ever maintenance/repair work is 
necessary to keep the fleet on the road. 
This even extends to reconditioning their 
own engines and gearboxes. Apart from 
the repair of injection pumps South 
Yorkshire are completely self contained 
on the engineering side. Body repairs 
along with repaints are also carried out 
and whilst coaches are sprayed double 
deckers are always brush painted. The 
garage is always manned when ever any 
member of the fleet is on the road 
working. 


Every vehicle is driven over the pit once a 
week for checking. Possibly it could be 
said that the vehicles are looked at more 
than necessary but Maurice told me that 
the firm believes in keeping their vehicles 
maintained toa very high standard which 
helps to avoid breakdowns for minor 
reasons. Each vehicle has its own 
workshop file and when ever the vehicle 
is looked at or worked on it is logged. In 
effect the vehicle has a complete life 
history from the day it arrives to the day it 
is sold. Every tyre purchased is given a 
code number which enables the 
company to work out the exact mileage it 
has covered and which vehicles it has 
been fitted to. By checking the files 
Maurice knows what mileage he is 
getting out of the parts that need regular 
replacement such as brake linings, and 
should there be any need for discussion 
with suppliers or manufacturers he has 
the facts and figures at his finger tips. 
Seven skilled and five semi-skilled fitters 
man the workshops together with an 


apprentice, an electrician, two bodymen 
and a painter. 


Normally around 36 full time drivers are 
employed who drive both the deckers and 
coaches on a rota system. It is company 
policy not to employ part time drivers. 
Three full time and one part time 
inspectors are employed along with 34 
conductors. Crews are not expected to 
wash or clean vehicles as the firm 
employs a number of cleaners to 
undertake these tasks. An automatic bus 
washer is also owned. 


A certain amount of vandalism, an ugly 
word in anybody's vocabulary, has been 
experienced by South Yorkshire but rips 
in seats are repaired and graffiti is 
removed as quickly as possible as 
Maurice believes this is the only way to 
keep the problem small. It’s very easy for 
fingers to slip into a rip and make it 
bigger.

As for the future, well Maurice feels its 
really a case of waiting to see what 
happens. South Yorkshire is a local firm 
catering for the needs of the local 
inhabitants who certainly appear to 
support the firm. To enhance this the firm 
presents a clean, reliable image which in 
turn leads to a good reputation. 


From what | have seen in both Leeds and 
Pontefract bus stations South Yorkshire's 
vehicles are well patronised by the 
travelling public as they disappear down 
the 19,000 miles of road covered on local 
service work each week. The firm 
certainly seem well placed to continue in 
this field after deregulation while at the 
same time owning the right rolling stock 
and facilities to enter other markets that 
they might consider viable for the 
company.

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CITY PACER 25 


Optare,the bus building organisation 
which was formed by ex Roe staff after 
that company was closed down, has 
announced another new vehicle, the City 
Pacer 25. Introducing the strikingly styled 
midi bus Optare’s Managing Director, 
Russel Richardson, described it as ‘’a 
new bus to suit a new era in the 
passenger industry’. The City Pacer was 
designed to meet the needs of operator, 
passenger and driver in a market which 
was becoming more aware of the 
advantages which smaller buses could 
offer in certain applications. He said:- ‘I 
personally ran the Charles H. Roe factory 
for several years, during which we 
produced an endless stream of hundreds 
of double deck buses each year for more 
or less the same local authority 
customers. The incentive to change was 
small, and life was fairly calm and 
ordered. The world is very different now! 
Change, whether we approve of it or not, 
is here. No matter what happens to bus 
legislation in the future, under any 
Government of any persuasion, the 1985 
Transport Act will change the bus world 
and passenger expections for ever.’’ He 
went on to explain how Optare saw bus 
services developing and that the City 
Pacer was being introduced to meet an 
anticipated need for a flexible 25 seater. 
The bus is based on the Volkswagen LT50 
chassis and has the full support of VW. It 
has been designed around this base and 
it is not intended to make it available on 
any other chassis. 


City Pacer is not a van conversion, 
neither is it an adaptation of another 
vehicle. Even the driving position of the 
VW has been changed to suit the design. 
The LT50 was chosen as being the right 
size and weight for the project and 
because it is supported by a specialist, 
108 strong, dealer network, there should 
be no areas of Britain where an operator 
cannot get service. The mechanical 
specification of the LT50 fitted Optare’s 
requirements and chassis dimensions 
were suitable. Volkswagen agreed to 
move the driving position from its normal 
forward control location to above and 
slightly behind the front axle, where it is 
directly in line with the entrance door. 
The repositioning allowed Optare’s 
designers to include a sloping front witha 
large glazed area for good driver visibility, 
and also for them to keep the saloon floor 
flat. Optare claim that the City Pacer 25 
has an estimated life of eight years or 
350,000 operating miles. Production 
models will enter the market early in 
1986. 


The vehicle has a square section steel 
tube frame, with only two tube sizes used 
to construct 90% of the structure. The 
skeleton is fully welded at all joints and is 
welded to the chassis for robustness and 
to avoid the use of mechanical fixings 
between the two. The structure is Dinol 
wax injected, Mebon anti corrosion 
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treated and completely undersealed. A 
12mm hard faced fire retardent plywood 
floor is fitted covered with DLW flooring 
material, in one piece to eliminate join 
mouldings and dirt taps. The interior is 
trimmed from waist upwards in soft 
fabrics whilst the lower wall sections are 
laminate covered. The headlining is also 
fabric covered. The seats, all forward 
facing, are moquette covered with a 
stainless steel top rail. Seat coverings 
and padding is flame retardent. Optional 
contoured seating will probably be 
available but with the standard seats, 
which are 828mm (32'/.") wide, an aisle 
width of 426mm (16%/,”) is achieved. 


Moving the driver to the same floor 
height as the rest of the vehicle has 
improved forward vision, in addition to 
allowing more space for the driver. The 
area forward of the entrance at the 
nearside becomes a luggage pen, the 
only storage inside the vehicle as 
overhead racks are not included. 


The exterior of the City Pacer will 
distinguish it from any other bus, 
particularly the front. This features a very 
deep windscreen which slopes acutely 
from front cowl to a roof level. The screen 
is narrower at the bottom than at the top 
and has large Triangular quarter 
windows at both sides. Side windows are 
square cornered tinted 5mm glass fitted 
in slim rubber gaskets for easy 
replacement. The nose is futuristically 
styled and the VW chassis is shortened 
forward of the front axle. Front panel and 
wing panels are GRP moulded and 
detachable. Skirt panels, also GRP, slope 
inwards below the vehicle sides. The roof 
is made up of fibreglass sections with 
moulded corner sections and the rear is 
similarly composed. Heavy moulded 
bumper sections are fitted at both front 
and rear. The waist panel is sectional 
aluminium for ease of replacement but it 


is described as looking like a one piece 
section. Two pack acrylic paintwork is 
standard. 


The VW LT50 base is powered by a six 
cylinder in-line turbo charged diesel 
engine of 2.384 litres which produces 75 
kw (102 bhp) at 4,300 rpm. Maximum 
torque is rated at 195 Nm (143.8 Ibf ft) at 
2,500 rpm. Drive is via either a 4 or 5 
speed synchromesh gearbox with an 
automatic unit available. The standard 
back axle ratio of 4.88 : 1 is used, but 
there are higher and lower ratio options. 
Steering is non powered worm and roller 
giving a wall to wall turning circle of less 
than 15m. Hydraulic brakes with vacuum 
servo assistance are fitted, with discs on 
the front axle. The dual circuit system is 
fitted with a load sensing system to 
balance braking effort between front and 
rear wheels. The LT50 has a servicing 
interval of 20,000 miles, although oil 
changes are advised every 5,000 miles. 
The VW 12 months unlimited mileage 
warranty covers the vehicle and there isa 
facility to extend the warranty for a 
further 12 months for a small charge. 


The City Pacer 25 will be sold directly by 
Optare from Leeds but will also be 
available from 7 or 8 specially appointed 
VW psv dealers. They will stock and 
supply spares for the whole vehicle and 
have access to an emergency delivery 
service for all parts from Optare. They will 
be supplemented by the remainder of the 
VW light commercial vehicle network, 
who will also be able to carry out routine 
servicing and maintenance. 


Optare are confident that the City Pacer 
has a place in the market following 
deregulation. At £26,800 the City Pacer 
looks promising, and Optare report that 
representations made so far to likely 
customers have met with a positive 
response. City Pacer 25 will be available 
early in the new year as a bus and it is 
anticipated that other versions, including 
a luxury coach, will follow. Product 
information is now available from Optare 
at Cross Gates Carriage Works, Manston 
Lane, Leeds LS15 8SU.

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The Good News Story 


A journalist once said that there was no 
news value at all about a family going to 
the coast by car on a fine Bank Holiday, 
who sat on the beach all day in fine 
weather, ate their sandwiches and came 
home uneventfully and had a good day 
out. Only if they were injured in a 
motoring accident, or suffered traffic 
delays, or suffered awful weather, or got 
food poisoning, or were drowned by a 
freak wave would their story become 
newsworthy. 


That is how it is regarding coach and bus 
travel. Good news will never make a 
story, but the bigger the accident, the 
bigger the-headlines. | write this some 
time after the crash involving the Eastern 
Scottish coach and, at present, the cause 
is still unknown. It would not be any 
surprise to me to discover that it simply 
happened because it was on a sunny 
October day on a Southbound motorway. 
It is often very difficult to see brake lights 
when driving into sunlight —especially if 
a driver suffers from the form of colour 
blindness which makes red a very un- 
noticable colour. This may sound 
amazing to normally sighted people, but it 
is a fact that a significant number of 
males do suffer in this way. As faraslam 
aware there has been little or no research 


into the effects of colour blindness in 
motoring accidents. Whether or not this 
was a contributory cause of that 
particular accident, | feel that it is worthy 
of further investigation. 


| did detect one element of good news in 
the reporting of this incident. The 
Channel 4 news programme which 
covered it gave a very fair report and 
emphasised the overall safety of coach 
travel and the fact that fatalities on 
coaches was actually declining. | 
detected some hard work there on the 
part of BCC and | offer the thanks of the 
industry to them for getting this all- 
important message across at that 
particular time. 


| would now like to tell you a good news 
story. | hope that it will be passed to 
Lynda Chalker and others who seem to be 
over-reacting as a result of this, and a 
subsequent, accident. It is wholly without 
fabrication and precise details can be 
given, through Coachmart, to any 
Politician or Chief Constable who may 
find them useful. 


A few weeks ago my Venturer, driven by 
Mike, was cruising comfortably at 65 
mph on the M5, going southbound to 
Torquay. He observed in the mirror a 
coach about to overtake him. Mike said 
that he did not think that it was exceeding 
the 70 mph limit as it took some time to 
level with him and pass. It was one of the 
Blue Bus fleet. 


When it was about a yard in front of him, 
Mike observed a car doing a ‘‘U” turn on 
the motorway! It was driving through the 
cones on one of the gaps in the centre 
barrier which was less than 100 yards 
ahead. What was worse was that it 
appeared that it was not planning to stop 
and wait for a gap in the traffic. 


Both coach drivers acted with the sort of 
quick reaction which deserved a medal 
but usually goes unrecognised. Mike 
braked like mad, and, at the same time, 
put on his left indicator and pulled over. | 
think he said that he also found time to 
give his headlights a flash. Blue Bus too 
managed to slow a bit and to pull over into 
the lane vacated by Mike. They both then 
narrowly missed the car, driven by an 
elderly male, who unconcernedly turned 
out into the fast lane. 


Mike read the number of the car. He 
slowed down and verified it when the car 
eventually passed him. He got a 
passenger on the front seat to write it 
down and he subsequently reported it to 
the Police. Whether the car driver is 
being prosecuted | know not, but Mike 
has not yet been contacted by the Police 
with a view to giving evidence. 


The carnage which might have resulted 
had these two drivers not acted so well 
defies realistic description. Two coaches 
ablaze, blocking the motorway, traffic 
piling into each other behind them. The 
death toll could have been enormous. 
And who would have got the blame? No 
doubt the ‘‘Star’’ would have again 
blamed speeding coach drivers. 


Here we have a true good news story of 
the coach crash which never was. It will 
not be told in the popular press as itis a 
non-event. Yet, with some modification, 
and sometimes with not so fearful 
possible consequences, that sort of event 
takes place many times each day on the 
nation’s roads and motorways. How can 
we get these good news stories across to 
the public and politicians? They only hear 
the black side of the news. 


In my experience of employing and 
talking to many hundreds of coach 
drivers, there are very, very few who take 
the sort of delight in speeding which is 
common amongst car drivers (and | will 
be honest enough to include myself in the 
latter). 99% or more, regard 70 mph as 
plenty fast enough and, in any case, there 
is no reward, but lots more nervous 
energy involved, in driving fast. The vast 
mass of coach drivers are professionals 
who like to do the job properly. 


But it has to be said that this very 
professionalism will sometimes lead to 
them exceeding speed limits. This is not 
due to a love of speeding, but the 
personal pride, or the pressure from their 
employers, to keep to a timetable. To 
make the connection, to catch the ferry, 
or to be finished before driving hours run 
out. 


Employers who make schedules which 
require speeding are not being fair to 
their drivers, and they are not being fair to 
the rest of us. Those of us who operate 
responsibly and sensibly risk restrictions 
which may be brought about by 
scheduling idiotic impossibilities. 


| am pleased that Lynda Chalker did not 
fall prey to the lobby for lowering coach 
speeds. She promised not to do this if the 
industry came up with, and observed, a 
Code of Practice. | think we have done so. 
The other thing she was said to be 
considering is banning coaches from the 
fast lane, because they are too fast. 
Lorries are banned because they are too 
slow! This illogical notion too has been 
rejected. My constructive suggestion on 
what she might do is to create a specific 
offence of scheduling a journey at an 
average speed which makes it inevitable 
that speed limits will be exceeded. The 
industry would undoubtedly be consulted 
on what are acceptable averages. | would 
throw out thé suggestion that for 
motorway journeys, excluding breaks, 
anything scheduled in excess of 55 mph 
average speed is inviting illegal speeding 
for some parts of the journey. 


| am not opposed to the proposal that top 
speed govenors could be fitted to 
vehicles, but why limit the idea to 
coaches? PSV's are not the worst 
offenders in the motorway speeding 
league tables. Furthermore, Lynda 
Chalker acknowledged in her House of 
Commons speech on road safety that 
only a minority of coach drivers are 
offending. My advice is to look to the 
cause (irresponsible scheduling), before 
deciding on the cure.

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Addressing operators at a meeting of the 
Nottinghamshire Operators Association, 
John Pope, Deputy General Manager of 
Nottingham City Transport declared, “'I'll 
tellyouas much as|dare.”’ Stressing that 
the views he expressed were his own and 
not necessarily those of his employer he 
proceeded to deliver a most enlightening 
speech on the subject of ‘‘Deregulation 
from the Municipal Point of View’. Mr. 
Pope will, following deregulation, have 
worked in all sectors of the industry 
having started with the National Bus 
Company at Maidstone and Oxford, 
moved to West Midland PTE and then to 
Nottingham City Transport who will of 
course become an ‘‘independent”’ 
company under the act. 


To set the scene he gave a few details 
about the municipal sector. Around 40 of 
the total of 333 district councils run 
buses, Nottingham with 350 vehicles 
having one of the largest fleets. The 
transport undertaking is a department of 
the City Council and its policy and 
direction are controlled by the City 
Council according to the beliefs of the 
party in power. ‘‘The Transportation 
Committee are a bit like a board of 
directors,"’ he said. ‘Trams, trolleybuses 
and motorbuses have been run during 
the undertaking’s history and there are 
currently 1,200 staff serving a catchment 
area of half a million people. An annual 
turnover of £18 million is achieved, 
mostly from fares and payments from the 
local authorities for the carrying of old 
age pensioners and other such 
schemes.” 


Mr. Pope pointed out that in fact the 
Transport Department was already 
facing a wide range of restrictions 
imposed by the controlling group on the 
Council. They have laid down that the 
department should; try to break even, 
only allow adult fare rates to grow at a 
rate below that of inflation, freeze 
childrens’ fares and avoid route 
reductions. The question has always 
been, he said, ‘are we a commercial or 
are we a public service’. He welcomed 
the 1984 White Paper because for the 
first time the Government was giving a 
clear indication of what it wanted, that 
buses should be run on commercial 
criteria. Nottingham Council were 
opposed to this view and organised a very 
20 


effective campaign to bring the 
impending legislation to public attention. 
Whilst Mr, Pope professed that he had 
not been in favour of the campaign he did 
have doubts about both the Hereford 
experience and the deregulation of 
express services as sources of pre- 
deregulation argument. In his opinion the 
Government's aims were to attack 
Metopolitan counties such as South 
Yorkshire, to reduce the amount of 
revenue support required and to end 
cross subsidy. 


For Mr. Pope the 1985 Transport Bill was 
a rewrite of the White Paper. Two weeks 
before his speech the Bill became The 
Transport Act, as a result of which road 
service licensing will be abolished and 
N.C.T. will have until February todecidea 
network and register it. He said that a lot 
of information had already been collated 
and a list made of money making 
services. The County Council would have 
to decide how many routes it wanted to 
put out to tender. Nottingham City 
Council have decided to retain the bus 
fleet and instead of being a council 
department it would become a company. 
He outlined the changes required of the 
undertaking and pointed out that a major 
problem was deciding how to calculate 
depots that were originally built to house 
horse buses. Some preparatory changes 
had already been introduced in October 
including a simplified fare structure with 
three adult fares, 20p/30p/35p instead 
of six levels ranging from 10p to 45p. It 
obviously concerned Mr. Pope that 
childrens’ fares, which have not altered 
since 1982 when some of them went 
down, cannot be altered upwards, He 
described what they brought in as ‘‘a 
pathetic amount of revenue”, and said he 
had yet to see a commercial justification 
for childrens’ fares and promised that the 
new company would be looking at this. 


On the Sunday following the meeting 
major changes to the network were due 
to be implemented which would make it 
more viable although many routes would 
still be there for social reasons and would 
be likely to disappear. As he said, ‘The 
6.33 from Clifton on Sunday morning 
must have a question mark over it.” 


Mr. Pope then proceeded to outline what 
the Act meant in practical terms. 


Following the implementation of the Act 
the department’s commitment to 365 
days a year, 20 hours a day operation 
would cease and there would be one aim; 
profit. Not having to deploy resources on 
Sundays and evenings when it is 
expensive to do so would enable the new 
company to improve quality dramatically. 
He predicted that, ‘‘We will be difficult to 
compete with; we will be looking at three 
minute frequencies on arterial routes.” 


People looking at it in three years time 
would be able to make of it whatever they 
wished as quality of service on well 
patronised routes would definitely 
improve but less popular routes would 
disappear. ‘‘The reason for public 
transport would not change,” he said. 
“People will not travel unless they need 
to. There was no easy way to operate 
buses in a city because people want a 
personal taxi service and want to pay 10 
pence for it. Gone will be our social 
conscience, we will be as competitive as 
we can be,” he warned, ‘‘We will sell on 
agressive marketing.” Inthe long term he 
felt that there would be increased 
frequencies on popular routes but rapid 
deterioration on others and whilst there 
would be a lot of wasteful competition 
there would be no long term low fares. 
Concluding his address he commented, 
“Ask me again in two years!’ 


Following a short break for liquid 
refreshments Mr. Pope answered 
questions in a session which began 
slowly but got more animated as time 
progressed. As most members of the 
Nottinghamshire Operators Association 
are involved in private hire work it was to 
be expected that they would enquire 
about Mr. Pope’s employer's aims in this 
direction. Doing his best to put local 
operators’ minds at rest he pointed out 
that the company did not have unlimited 
access to funds for newcoaches and that 
because of Government regulations it 
would be difficult to obtain new vehicles 
by the traditional independent method of 
trading in old vehicles against the price of 
new ones. Many of the jobs the 
department currently did were 
“buckshee” ones for the City Council. ‘I 
don't see us expanding in that direction,” 
was a comment that was welcomed, 
although Mr. Pope felt that they would 
always have a niche in such specialist 
fields as double deck private hires. 


In the wake of Nottingham Council's anti 
deregulation campaign which labelled 
independent operators as ‘pirates’, Mr. 
Pope was asked whether, once his 
concern joined, ‘‘the rest of us pirates” 
he would be looking to work more closely 
with independents. In reply he stressed 
that he did not subscribe to the ‘‘pirates”’ 
view, was certainly not gunning for any 
independent operators and that the 
political campaign mounted by the 
Council had been a source of 
embarassment to him. Asked whether he 
would be prepared to sell local 
independents his redundant double 
deckers he replied that he was very 
selective about who they were sold to, 
especially at the moment. He _ was, 


however, not worried about those 
operators currently running buses he 
was far more concerned about haulage 
contractors with cash flow problems who 
might see it as a chance to make some 
quick money. 


On the subject of smaller buses Mr. Pope 
felt that’... the current fashion for minis 
and midis will be short lived’’. Were his 
undertaking to start running small buses 
at night they would still need big buses 
for the peaks. The limited number of 
small vehicles acquired recently had 
been purchased cheaply to run a service 
that would probably disappear under 
deregulation. Asked if he expected Union 
problems he said “Yes” but that he was 
fortunate in that the company had level 
headed staff and good union officials. 


Asked whether he would be having a go 
at N.B.C. he indicated that his company 
were unlikely to get involved in express 
services. It would, he thought, be 
interesting to see how Trent reacted. 
“When they work out their viable 
network they may have to come into the 
city’, he said, ‘‘and if they do we will 
attack them.”’ He also thought it would be 
interesting to see what Stevensons did in 
the area, as they might upset the 
equilibrium. Accepting that his 
undertaking had to expect to lose some of 
its current routes in the face of 
competition he said, ‘‘We have to be 
brave enough to say we can’t run 
everything.” 


Peter Rogers pounced on Mr. Pope's 
reference to equilibrium and pointed out 
that independent operators’ costs were 
generally significantly lower and that 
there appeared to be scope for 
independents to operate commercially 
and reliably at lower fares. Whilst he 
could see that Nottingham would be 
trying to resist such competition he 
wondered how much scope there was for 
co-operation, especially as independent 
operators in the region didn’t have 
enough buses to threaten much of the 
network anyway. Agreeing that N.C.T.’s 
costs did seem comparitively high John 
Pope countered this by saying that these 
figures reflected a number of 
responsibilities which would be shed 
when the operation ceased to be a 
department of the Council. He felt that 
broadly speaking N.C.T. could operate 
what it did now without revenue support 
but he did not think Trent were in a 
similar position. lt was even possible that 
N.C.T. would decide to opt out of 
tendering. He felt that the industry would 
end up with ‘collusion rather than co- 
ordination” and hoped that we were ‘‘on 
the threshold of a big increase in 
transport usage’’. Perhaps a little tongue 
in cheek, and perhaps not, he said to the 
operators present:- ‘‘My advice to you Is 
to go to Mansfield rather than 
Nottingham.” 


The final questioner asked whether Mr. 
Pope had any plans to make his staff 
smile. ‘‘Yes’’, was the reply, he would be 
looking at this before October next year, 
Running to make a profit might be easy be 
comparison.

M.A.N. 
LAUNCHED 


One of the few truly new coaches to be 
seen in Scotland over the show period 
was the first M.A.N. 12 metre non 
integral coach to be built for the British 
market. The M.A.N. 16.280 HOCL 
incorporates M.A.N.’s D2566 MTHO 
11.4 litre 6 cylinder diesel engine, 
mounted vertically at the rear. The 
engine develops 280 bhp at 2,200 rpm 
and is linked to a ZF S6-90 gearbox. Two 
right hand drive examples have been 
provided to bodybuilders for the British 
market, and the first of these, fitted witha 
Berkhof Esprite 3.5 metre high body, was 
delivered to M.A.N. dealer Tony Andrews 
just before the Scottish Motor Show. The 
vehicle will be used for demonstration 
purposes but is available for sale almost 
immediately. The second 16.280 is 
currently being bodied by Caetano and is 
likely to appear in the UK early in the new 
year. 


1986 will not be an easy year for the 
coach manufacturing industry, and it will 
be particularly difficult for those 
launching new products. Yet the M.A.N. 
has much in its favour; the Berkhof 
bodied coach is very quiet, and those who 
have driven it claim that it performs 
particularly well, with fleet consumption

estimated at around 10 mpg. Berkhof 
have rebuilt the centre chassis section in 
order to maximise luggage space, the 
design giving 7.25 cubic metre after 
allowing for a driver's bunk, centre 
sunken toilet and Continental door. The 
Berkhof bodywork also incorporates full 
double glazing, tinted saloon windows, 
49 Vogel reclining seats (increasing to 53 
when the demountable-top toilet is not in 
use), gangway carpeting, full draw 
curtains and a microprocessor-controlled 
Webasto engine pre-heater unit. The 
retail price of the coach, to this 
specification, is £89,000. 


The Berkhof bodywork looked to be 
particularly well finished, with the quality 
of the metallic silver and red paintwork 
very good. Berkhof only received the 
chassis in September, so completed the 
vehicle in about eight weeks. The 
finished vehicle went through all the 
necessary Certificate of Fitness 
examinations in just two weeks, passing 
the tilt test at the first attempt without the 
need for even minor adjustments.

ANARCHY AND BST 


| have been observing with a certain 
amusement the stirring of the cauldron 
that was precipitated by the threat of 
deregulation. Some very peculiar bits 
have surfaced from the murky depths, 
others are bobbing up and down like 
flotsam on a spring tide, and a few lead 
weights have sunk without trace. There 
is still the possibility that most of the 
contents will spill on the floor anyway 
and the lead weights may yet resurface. 
The chief witch, having provided the 
giant wooden spoon, has long since 
ceased to take much interest and now 
has a new toy to play with. Actually it is a 
new name for a rather old toy. Fixed Link 
indeed! Humbug! Most of the current 
whirlpool-like activity is self induced. It is 
almost as if Doctor Hibb’s Patent Elixir 
has produced a chemical reaction within 
the morass calling itself the bus industry 
which has set off a chain reaction of 
frenzied activity the like of which has not 
been seen since last Preston Guild. 
Beware of mixed additives! 


It is very easy to fall into the trap of getting 
involved too deeply in all this turmoil, and 
inthis uncertain age it is very tempting to 
plunge head first into the first bit of 
excitement we have had for years in the 
mistaken belief that it will actually 
achieve something. When it all calms 
down and the slops have been wiped 
from the floor nothing will have changed 
very much. It never does. But don't let me 
stop you, it really is quite entertaining. 
Those of us who are keeping our heads 
down have noticed, as we suspected, that 
the whole deregulation debate was 
intended to distract us from the really 
important things which are quietly 
happening in the background and which 
will have far-reaching effects. At the risk 
of being serious, it should never be 
forgotten that the purpose of the 
Establishment is to maintain the status 
quo, and that is to ensure that the 
majority are controlled and exploited by 
the minority. That has always been so, 
always will be, and politics are merely the 
particular brand of whitewash by which 
each nation chooses to perpetuate that 
basic truth. 


However, let us not get too side-tracked 
by the Privateer brand of anarchy. | will 
admit to occasional touches of 
schizophrenia anyway, and there isa part 
of me which is quite eager to play the 
currently fashionable game of creative 
management. It is the realist (some 
would say pessimist) in me which tells 


me that most of the activity currently 
taking place will merely exhaust the 
participants, be they individuals chasing 
jobs or operators chasing markets, 
leaving the poker players amongst us to 
pick up the pieces (they will not be 
winnings) and carry on with the job in 
hand. In the meantime | note that certain 
NBC subsidiaries continue to treat their 
staff with a cavalier attitude. As a certain 
gentleman of my aquaintance, made 
redundant at the age of 61, remarked 
yesterday, ‘‘Itisn’t so much what they are 
doing, it’s the the way they're going about 
it’’. |also note the movement of an NBC 
General Manager from the North-West to 
a not-quite-so-North-West independent 
and the rapid deployment of various well- 
known faces from one part of the country 
to another. 


It is probably a mistake to try to analyse 
the thinking behind the current NBC 
preoccupation with minibuses. Except in 
the field of minibuses for private hire 
work, which at least one NBC subsidiary 
has developed entirely by accident, there 
probably is not any logical thinking 
behind it anyway, and certainly not with 
some of the vehicles being used. In reality 
all this coming and going is either 
irrefutable evidence that the entire public 
sector of this industry is off its collective 
trolley, or else it is a carefully planned 
smoke-screen designed not only to 
disguise what is really going on but to 
also lead the independent sector into 
rushing up blind alleys and over cliff 
edges. Which itis | leave to you to decide.

| see that the now semi-senile trendies 
who want us to be physically connected 
to France (what on earth for | cannot 
imagine; there’s nothing quite like a 
good, deep moat to keep all those 
foreigners in their place) have 
resurrected the hoary old chestnut of 
British Standard Time, by which they 
intend that we adopt a system which 
ensures that our clocks are all one hour 
fast for twelve months of the year instead 
of the present six. If the Good Lord had 
intended us to fly He would never (as 
Flanders and Swann so rightly pointed 
out) have given us the Railways, and He 
would never have given us the Railways 
if He had not intended us to invent 
Greenwich Mean Time.

For anyone who is up and about at a 
respectable hour in the morning, and that 
must mean most of us if we operate bus 
services, it was a welcome relief to get 
back to GMT and avoid falling round the 
yard in the dark for a few more weeks. | 
clearly remember the last experiment 
with BST through the Winter of 
1970/71. It was apalling. Still dark at 9 
o'clock in the morning, a good three 
hours into the working day. It certainly 
was not safer for children going to school, 
even if the manufacturers of ‘‘Day-glo” 
arm-bands made a small fortune. | fail 
totally to see any advantage in such an 
idea, but | see many advantages in 
sticking to GMT throughout the year. 


It is really high time that those who 
purport to govern us were moved out of 
London into a more northerly location 
where the real people live and then they 
might not be ready to support so many of 
the silliar ideas like BST. They forget that 
being in the South the sun rises earlier, 
even if the inhabitants do not, and that it 
is, on average, warmer when it hasrisen. 
This basic fact is of considerable 
importance to anyone who has struggled 
with frozen windscreens, frozen air- 
pipes and frozen diesel on dark winter 
mornings. It is bad enough now; the 
thought of having another hour of 
darkness and lack of any warmth from 
the sun every day fills me with horror. 


So let us start the campaign now, in time 
for next Spring. It is a two-stage 
campaign: the first being to revert to the 
pre-war system of Greenwich Mean 
Time throughout the year, the second 
being a little longer term (but not too long) 
to move the seat of government from 
Westminster to some _ geographically 
central position.

Son and Daughter 
Take-Over 


Brother and sister, Mr. lan Duckworth 
and Mrs. Katrina Sutcliffe, have been 
granted a new PSV licence enabling 
them to take over the business of 
Duckworths Coaches, of Gisburn, 
following the death of their mother. 


They had applied to the North Western 
Traffic Commissioners for an international 
licence authorising five vehicles. 


Mr. Duckworth told the Commissioners 
that he was in partnership with his sister. 
It was a family business going back 25 
years. He had been involved with it for a 
number of years, working full-time in the 
business for the last five years and 
running it with his sister for the last two 
years. The business had been in his 
mother’s name and she had died two 
years ago. 


The previous licence had been issued in 
the Yorkshire Traffic Area. It was exactly 
the same operation as in the past, with 
just a change of name. 


Questioned by the Chairman of the 
Commissioners, Mr. Ray Hutchings, Mr. 
Duckworth agreed that a defect notice 
had been issued to one of their vehicles 
on August 27. He said that that was the 
only one. No other prohibition or defect 
notices had been placed on their 
vehicles. It was the vehicle rather than a 
lack of maintenance that had led to the 
defect notice. It was an air suspension 
vehicle and the defect related to a small 
sleeve inside a shock absorber rubber. 
They just could not get the inserts from 
Neoplan, and the sleeve had been 
changed only three weeks before the 
issue of the defect notice. 


The Commissioners granted a licence for 
the full five years. 


New Partners in Albert 
Wilde Coaches Win 
Licence 
The reconstituted partnership of Albert 


Wilde Coaches, of Heage, Derbyshire, 
has succeeded in obtaining the grant of a 


new PSV operators licence, following the 
revocation of the original licence by the 
Eastern Traffic Commissioners in 
January. 


Philip Wilde, his sister Angela Ward, and 
her husband David Ward, trading as 
Albert Wilde Coaches, of 121 Parkside, 
Heage, had applied for a licence 
authorising the operation of four single 
deckers. The nominated transport 
manager was Mr. Caleb Martin, of 13 
King Street, Pinxton, Nottinghamshire. In 
addition to considering the new 
application by the partnership, the 
Commissioners had given notice that 
they would also consider taking action 
against the existing licence held by Mr. 
Martin. 


For the partners, Mrs. A. Harrington said 
that the business of Albert Wilde 
Coaches had been in existence for a 
number of years. Mr. Albert Wilde took 
his children in as partners in 1982 in 
order to assist him, but until this year he 
had retained control of the business. In 
January, Mr. Albert Wilde was convicted 
of smuggling at Dover and he lost his 
good repute. He failed to take advice and 
when he lost his licence in January he 
reconstructed the business, it being 
taken over on paper by his son, his 
daughter and his son-in-law. However, it 
was true to say that on a day-today basis 
the situation was exactly the same as 
before. Mr. Albert Wilde was running the 
business. He was able to continue 
operating, having appealed against the 
Commissioners’ decision, and that 
appeal was not withdrawn until May. In 
July, Mr. Albert Wilde believed that it was 
still in order to continue running both 
buses as long as he only retrieved the 
cost of the fuel from the passengers. 


When it was pointed out to the firm that 
that was not correct, the partners made it 
plain to Mr. Albert Wilde that he must 
take no further part in the business. In 
July they paid Mr. Albert Wilde £50 to 
buy out his share of the business. Mr. 
Albert Wilde also took with him the 
premises, which previously had been 
regarded as partnership assets. Mr. 
Albert Wilde then granted a 10 year lease 
of the garage premises and certain 
equipment to the partners. The buses 
were re-registered, being taken out of the 
name of Mr. Albert Wilde and put into the 


name of the partners. 


The Chairman of the Commissioners, Mr. 
Kenneth Peter, said that a statement of 
the partnership assets dated February 
1985 included buses valued at over 
£30,000 and the garage at cost. He 
wondered how someone else could lease 
something that was included in the 
partnership's assets by accountants in 
February? 


Mrs. Harrington said that the transfer of 
the premises to Mr. Wilde was in effect in 
satisfaction of the capital he had invested 
in the business. 


Mr. Peter said the Commissioners were 
dealing with an application by a 
partnership that did not include Mr. 
Albert Wilde. They were not concerned 
with him at all. The accounts seemed to 
make it clear that Mr. Albert Wilde, 
though not a partner, had the major 
financial interest of £37,000. However, 
the Commissioners were now being told 
that the financial interest no longer 
existed. 


Mrs. Harrington confirmed that that was 
so. Producing a letter from the firm's 
bank, she said that an overdraft facility of 
£10,000 was secured by the premises. 
However, the partners could raise a 
considerable sum if need be from second 
mortgages on their houses and out of 
their savings, so they were free of Mr. 
Albert Wilde in that respect. 


Mr. Martin had held a Certificate of 
Professional Competence for some years 
but he had no vehicle of his own. The 
arrangement was that he would act as 
transport manager until such time as Mr. 
David Ward passed the eximation to hold 
a Certificate of Professional Competence 
himself. A maintenance agreement had 
been entered into with Deans HGV & 
Services, of Ambergate, for the 
inspection of the vehicles and that 
company would re-inspect them after the 
repairs had been carried out. 


Vehicle examiner Mr. George Griffiths 
agreed that he had known the Albert 
Wilde partnership in one form or another 
for seven years and that one of the 
reasons why the licence had been 
revoked in January had been the 
unsatisfactory maintenance and 
condition of the vehicles. 


Mr. Griffiths said that he had first 
inspected the Wilde vehicles this year on 
16th May. The state of the vehicles had 
been somewhat similar to the previous 
Albert Wilde operation and they could 
have stood improvement. He had 
discussed his reservations about the 
proposed maintenance arrangements 
with the partners, as it appeared at that 
stage that Mr. Albert Wilde was going to 
be considerably involved and that in 
effect was no more than a continuation of 
the previous licence. 


He had recommended that it would be 
better if inspections were carried out by 
an independent contractor. Mr. Albert 
Wilde had been furious about the advice. 
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The partners had now separated 
themselves away from Mr. Albert Wilde 
and he was satisfied that his influence 
had been removed. Subsequent spot 
checks showed that the defects found on 
the vehicles in May had been rectified. 
Deans had examined the vehicles in 
August and a number of defects were 
found. He did not feel that they were as 
bad as they looked, as he felt it was a case 
of someone inspecting the vehicles for 
the first time and putting down even the 
slightest potential defects. Since then, 
two of the vehicles had passed their 
annual test, although one had failed on 
the first presentation. He felt that there 
had been a considerable improvement in 
the condition of the vehicles. A new floor 
had been put into the workshop, and that 
plus that fact that the vehicles were 
inspected by Deans in August when it 
was not strictly necessary as there was 
no licence, all went to show that the 
partners were taking maintenance 
seriously. 


Mr. Peter said that the Commissioners 
were satisfied about the maintenance 
arrangements on that evidence. 


Mr. Philip Wilde said that he had worked 
in the business since he had left school in 
1966. His father now had no interest in 
the business whatsoever. He had savings 
of £4,500 and his house was valued at 
£18,000 on which there was an 
outstanding mortgage of £10,000. The 
buses were owned outright by the 
partnership. 


Questioned by the Commissioners, he 
said that he would carry out most of the 
small repair jobs himself. If needed, he 
could obtain the services of a part-time 
fitter. 


Asked what involvement Mr. Albert 
Wilde would have, Mr. Philip Wilde said 
that he would employ his father as a 
fitter, that was all. After Mr. Peter had 
commented that it was Mr. Albert Wilde’s 
standard of maintenance in the past that 
had been the problem, Mr. Philip Wilde 
said that was why they were employing 
Deans. 


Mr. Peter said that the crucial question 
was could the partnership control the 
business and its employees, including 
Mr. Albert Wilde? 


Maintaining that they could, Mr. Philip 
Wilde said there had been a showdown 
and they had pointed out to his father that 
they could not go on as they had 
previously. He had indicated that he 
proposed going into a separate business 
of his own, nothing to do with coaches. 


Mr. David Ward said that he had been 
made a partner in 1982 but he had not 
had any active control over how the 
business was run until July 1985. They 
had all had to get together and sort his 
father-in-law out. He and his wife owned 
a house worth £25,000, on which there 
was an outstanding mortgage of 
£12,500. They also had savings of 
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£2,800 and 800 British Telecom shares. 
That was capital they were prepared to 
inject into the business if required. 
Though he was sitting the examination to 
qualify for a Certificate of Professional 
Competence the following week, they 
intended to keep Mr. Martin on for some 
time to gain the benefit of his experience. 


Questioned by Mr. Peter, Mr. Ward said 
that he was employed full time as a 
fencing erector. The business needed 
building up again before he could enter 
full time employment with the firm. Mr. 
Peter said that he must make it clear that 
it would be difficult for Mr. Ward to satisfy 
the requirement in relation to 
professional competence on behalf of the 
partnership if he was in full time 
employment elsewhere. Mr. Ward said 


that his passing the Royal Society of Arts 
examination was regarded as an 
insurance policy for the future. 


Mrs. Angela Ward said that it was the 
intention that she would do the book- 
keeping for the business. She had been 
through the firm's financial papers with 
their accountant. They had a few ‘ups 
and downs" with father and she was now 
going to look after the books. 


Mr. Martin said that he had been a coach 
operator for 23 years. There were a few 
minor convictions recorded against him, 
the last one being 10 years ago. Hehelda 
licence in his own name and he lease- 
hired a vehicle from Albert Wilde 
Coaches. He had his own regular daily 
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contract, but he was free from 0900 
hours until 1530 hours, which gave him 
time to have the day to day running of 
Albert Wilde Coaches as_ transport 
manager. 


Questioned by Mr. Peter, Mr. Martin said 
that he had acquired his professional 
competence by experience under what 
was known as ‘grandfather rights’. He 
had tried to operate coaches up toa high 
standard and hopefully the partners 
coaches would be brought up to the high 
standard that he was used to operating. 
He would ensure that the drivers’ defect 
reporting system worked. 


After Mr. Peter had said that the 


Commissioners had heard a little about 
the partners thinking thay they could do 


something lawfully and then discovering 
that they could not, Mr. Martin said that 
they were three young people who had 
been thrown into the business without 
knowing much about coach operation. 
They had learnt a lot and he had agreed to 
be transport manager only so long as the 
previous owner did not have anything to 
do with the business. His own experience 
went back to 1938 and he would help 
them as much as he could. 


Chartered accountant Mr. Keven Seeds 
produced an up-to-date balance sheet. 
He said that the partnership owned the 
vehicles which in total were worth over 
£43,000. There was very little in the way 
of liabilities. He felt that it was a 
favourable situation for a partnership 
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about to embark on business. A possible 
bad dept of £1,200 would not materially 
affect the business. He had stipulated 
how the books should be kept in the 
future so that he could monitor the 
progress of the business. 


Questioned by the Commissioners, Mr. 
Seeds said that the new entity was much 
more viable than the old one. So far as he 
was aware the partners had not taken 
over any liabilities that were not shown. 


Asked why a forecast of income and 
expenditure had not been produced, Mr. 
Seeds said that even with an existing 
business such a forecast was very much 
a question of thinking of a figure you 
wanted to arive at and then fitting the 
other figures around it. With a new 
partnership, with a different way of 
running things, it was very difficult to 
accurately produce some sort of forecast. 


Mrs. Harrington said that the bad debt 
related to a person who had hired a bus 
last October to take a party to Blackpool 
and Mr. Albert Wilde ended up paying the 
hotel bill. They were now seeking to 
recover that money. Though it related to 
the previous operation, the partners had 
in effect bought the debts and liabilities. 
The Commissioners had an application 
from three new partners, with clean 
records, who wanted to get on and run 
the business, and who were in a very 
favourable position from a financial point 
of view. They had engaged an 
experienced and competent transport 
manager. Mr. Albert Wilde had written 
himself out of the business which he no 
longer wanted any part of. 


Mr. Peter said that the Commissioners 
concern must be, as was laid down by the 
judge in the case of the Merchandise 
Transport Ltd. v British Transport 
Commission and Others 1961, to lift the 
veil and look beyond the partners. They 
had to be satisfied that someone who had 
caused a great deal of licensing problems 
in the past would no be coming back into 
the business at a substantial salary to 
maintain the vehicles. Mr. Harrington 
said that Mr. Albert Wilde was adamant 
that he would not be coming back into the 
business. 


Announcing the Commissioners 
decision, Mr. Peter said that they had 
decided to grant the partners a licence for 
two years in the first instance. When they 
applied for renewal the Commissioners 
would wish to see audited accounts for 
the year’s trading ending 28th February 
1987. The Commmissioners would like to 
have seen a cash flow forecast and it 
would be in the partners own interests to 
draw up a statement in co-operation with 
their accountant to ensure that having 
started on a sound financial footing they 
remained that way. 


The Commissioners adjourned consider- 
ation of disciplinary action against Mr. 
Martin's licence until a date to be fixed. 
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Warning Over Maintenance 
For Norfolk Operator 


Problems over maintenance led to 
Norfolk independents, A. W. Eastons 
Coaches Ltd., appearing at disciplinary 
proceedings before the Eastern Traffic 
Commissioners at a Norwich public 
sitting. 


In addition to considering taking action 
against the company’s PSV operators 
licence, the Commissioners also had an 
application for renewal in respect of 20 
vehicles before them. 


Evidence was given of the imposition of 
two immediate prohibition notices, two 
delayed prohibition notices and five 
advisory defect notices on the company’s 
vehicles during the current year. 


For the company, it was said that it was a 
family business being run bya father and 
two sons. The father, Mr. A. W. Easton, 
was ill and away from the business 
during a six week period in the summer 
and during that period maintenance had 
become a bit lax. There had been 
considerable pressure on the two sons to 
keep the company’s two depots operating 
normally and, as aresult, the supervision 
of the maintenance had not been what it 
ought to have been. The situation had 
since been put right. Additional 
maintenance staff had been taken on and 
the system re-organised. 


Renewing the company’s licence for the 
full five year period, without taking any 
disciplinary action, the Commissioners 
warned Eastons about their future 
conduct. They stressed the need for the 
company to be more rigorous over the 
supervision of the maintenance of its 
vehicles and the need for it to ensure that 
they were inspected at regular intervals. 


Hants Independents in 
Trouble Over Maintenance 


Problems over the maintenance of their 
vehicles led to two Hampshire 
independents appearing at disciplinary 
proceedings before the South Eastern 
Traffic Commissioners. 


In the first case, B. S. Williams Ltd., 
trading as Southern Motorways, of 
Hollybank House, Hollybank Lane, 
Emsworth, escaped with a warning. 


Evidence was given that the company 
hold’a PSV operators licence authorising 
the operation of 12 vehicles, and that a 
number of immediate prohibition notices 
had been imposed. One prohibition in 
particular listed five defects which the 
vehicle examiner considered to be 
immediately dangerous. Two fleet 
inspections had resulted in the issue of 
other prohibition notices and a number of 
inspection records were discovered to be 
missing for a period of time. 


For the company, it was said that some of 
the defects that had led to the issue of 
prohibition notices were the result of 
damage from vandalism at the 
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company’s Midhurst depot. Various other 
operators in the same area had suffered a 
similar fate. 


The fitter who had been responsible for 
the maintenance of the vehicles during 
the period complained of had been 
replaced by a Mr. Towler, who had 
subsequently re-organised the company’s 
maintenance system. The _ inspection 
records which it had been said were 
missing were produced to the 
Commissioners. 


Taking no action against the licence other 
than to warn the company about its 
future conduct, the Commissioners said 
that the licence was due to expire next 
February and there would be a further 
maintenance investigation before it was 
renewed. For the moment, they were 
prepared to allow the company’s licence 
to continue until then, which should give 
sufficient time for the new system being 
implemented by Mr. Towler to get going. 


In the second case the Commissioners 
cut the duration of the two vehicle PSV 
operators licence held by Mrs. M. J. Lea, 
trading as Emsworth & District Motor 
Services, so that it expires at the end of 
November 1986, instead of at the end of 
November, 1987, and they refused an 
application by Mrs. Lea to increase the 
number of vehicles authorised on the 
licence to three. 


Evidence was given of a number of 
prohibition notices imposed on Mrs. 
Lea’s vehicles and that a fleet inspection 
had revealed an unsatisfactory situation. 


In announcing their decision, the 
Commissioners said they were satisfied 
that the steps taken by Mrs. Lea ought to 
put the situation right but they were not 
prepared to authorise any additional 
vehicles at this stage. They were 
reducing the duration of the licence to 
give an opportunity of reviewing the 
situation at an early stage. 


Stagecoach Fined £800 
for Drivers Hours 
Offences 


Perth independent, Stagecoach Ltd., 
were fined a total of £800 when they 
appeared before the Perth Sheriff's Court 
accused of permitting drivers to be on 
duty for longer than the statutory 16 
hours. 


The company, of Walnut Grove, Perth, 
pleaded guilty to four charges of 
contravening the requirements of the 
domestic driver's hours regulations in 
September, 1984. Not guilty pleas by the 
company to a further 12 similar charges 
were accepted by the prosecution. 


Deputy Fiscal, Mr. John Kirk, said that 
four drivers were involved in the 
offences, Mr. Daniel Perrie and Mr. 
William Milne, both of Errol, near Perth; 
Mr. John Russell, of Airdrie; and Mr. 
George Duncan of Hove, in Sussex. 
Under the domestic hours rules, the 
maximum working day for a_ public 


service vehicle driver was 16 hours. That 
limit had been exceeded by periods 
varying between one hour and, in one 
case, 22 hours making a total of 38 hours 
on duty. It was accepted that the 38 hours 
was spreadover a two day period and that 
part of the time the driver concerned was 
at home. However, he was still on duty 
and he could have been called on to drive 
further vehicles and his driving. skill 
might not have been all that was 
required. 


The company were liable to a maximum 
fine of £1,000 on each account for 
permitting such offences. 


Defending, Mr. Menzies Campbell Q.C. 
said that Stagecoach were essentially a 
family firm who had started trading in 
October, 1980, with a staff of three and 
two vehicles. They now operated a fleet 
of 45 vehicles, employing around 100 
people and covering some 2'/, million 
miles each year. 


He emphasised that time on duty did not 
necessarily mean time spent driving, and 
he stressed that only in one case had the 
permitted number of driving hours been 
exceeded. That had involved Mr. Milne, 
and the driving hours limit had been 
exceeded by just one hour due to 
exceptional circumstances. What had 
occured was that Mr. Milne had finished 
duty atO730 hours, and he had only been 
driving for a period of four and a half 
hours at that stage. However, a service 
leaving Inverness was unduly busy. A 
telephone call was received at the 
company’s Perth office and Mr. Milne 
was instructed to take a coach to Blair 
Atholl where some of the passengers on 
the service from Inverness were 
unloaded and transferred to his coach. 


When the coach arrived in Perth there 
was no alternative service to take the 
passengers to Glasgow and Mr. Milne 
was told to stay on the coach and take it to 
Glasgow. Mr. Milne was entitled to drive 
for a nine hour period but in the end he 
drove for a total of 10 hours. 


The other breaches of the regulations, 
which were very much regretted by the 
company, came about because of a 
break-down, the late arrival of a coach 
from the Continent, and insufficient time 
being taken between shifts. 


There was no need for a company as 
successful as Stagecoach to avoid the 
obligations placed upon it, said Mr. 
Campbell. 


Fining the company £200 on each 
charge, Sheriff John Wheatley said that 
apart from one instance, there was no 
suggestion that the permitted driving 
hours had been exceeded, but the rules 
governing drivers had been carefully 
worked out and had to be scrupulously 
observed. The actual driving hours had 
not to be looked at in isolation. They had 
to be looked at in the context of the 
number of hours a driver spends on duty.
